The manner in which this gigantic 
conspiracy will be met by the 
people's representatives in the lower 
house is also plain.

POPULATION AND yoTAs. 


When the passions and prejudices of 
the American people have subsided, 
and reason assumes her throne, the 
astounding frauds which have been 
committed in the election of 1876 will 
receive the calm attention and the 
unqualified condemnation ot honest 
men of all parties. One of these frauds 
is so glaring and its consequences 80 
fatal to good government that we can- 
not believe it will be defended by any 
respectable citizen of thiscountry. The 
United States census of 1870, author- 
ized, completed and published by the 
government, is the basis upon which 
representatives were apportioned to 
the several states of the union. Let us 
see what that census testifies in the 
present case. 

The state of Ohio had, in 1870, male 
citizens over 21 years of age, 592,350. 
There were in the state male persons 
over 21 who were not citizens, 48,470. 
Let us suppose that two-thirds of this 
number were naturalized in 1870—this 
would make 624,662 persons entitled to 
vote in Ohio in 1870. The rate of increase 
in the population of Ohio for twenty 
years is 13 per cent. per annum, or 9 
per cent. for six years. Add this in- 
crease from '870 to 1876 we have 680,- 
881 persons in Ohio entitled to vote for 
president. The vote of the state 
actually cast, in one of the most closely 
contested campaigns, is 658,649, leaving 
22,232 persons who did not vote, by 
reason of sickness, absence from the 
state, and a variety of causes. 

The state of Louisiana had in 1870. 
male citizens over 21 years of age, 159;- 
001. There were male persons, over 
21, who were not citizens, 15,186. If 
two thirds of these were naturalized in 
1870, there would be added 10,124 to 
the legal vote. The rate of increase of 
Louisiana is 2 per cent per annum, or 
12 per cent 3 for six years. Add this 
increase to the possible vote of 1870, 
we have 189,420, as the largest Jegal 
vote that could be cast, if every man 
entitled to vote should doso, The ac- 
tual vote of the state is reported by the 
democratic. committee to be 160,314, 
which leaves a reasonable margin of 
29,106 persons who did not vote. 

The state of South Carolina had, in 
1870, male citizens over 21 years of 
age, 146,614. There were in the state 
1,438, persons who were not citizens. 
Let us'suppose ail of those to be natu- 


in 1870, then, is 148,052. The rate of 
increase of South Carolina for twenty 
years past is only 0.27 per cent., or less 
than one-third of one per cem. 
per annum. This would amount 
in six years to 162 per 
cent. increase. Add this increase, 2,-

BEDUCTION OF EXPENSES. 


The departments are again putting 
in hes vy estimates. Chairman Ran- 
dall's committee on appropriations are 
now in possession of all the depart- 
ment estimates, except the deficiency 
bill and the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill.

He has made several confessions, but the fol- 
wing beiag the fullest in detalls we give it 
entire: 


us Confession. 

Mr. J. W. Anderson of the Coving- 
ton Enterprise, visited. Berry Phiilips on Sun- 
day the loch, and he made the following con- 
fession freely and “voluntarily Mr. anderson 
penned it down as nearly ia Berry’s own lan- 
quage as it was possible todo and make it grem- 
matical and readable. 

My name is James Berry Phillips. I was born 
in Newton county, Georgia, and am the son of 
Harry Phillips. Ibelonged to Edmund Phillips, 
Esq. near Rocky Plams, in this county, at the 
time. of emancivation. I would be 24 
years old next March. i was 
always a wild boy and drank ana spreed a good 
deal. I was at old man Hal Lee’s, colored, on 
Major Lee’s plantation on Saturday morning. 
and Rabe Sawyer came to me and said if there 
was any whisky here that I knew where it was 
ahd if 1 would tell him where it was he would 
give mea pint of it. Some one had stolen some 
from him. I told him the boys had some; they 
brought it up and ‘he treated usall, and gave 
me a pint. Then I comm weed drinking. I did 
not stay there long I went frum there to Joe 
Lee’s, where I first met Mr. Gallaher, the ped- 
dier. He sold some things to one of the girls, 
aud I counted the money for her. He and 
I then left and went together to my 
father’s and brother n He (thé peddler) took 
dinner there, aud then w nt ou up to Bill 


some time after he left my brother's, and when 
I passed Bili.Phillips’ house he- was there sell- 
ing some things to Uncle Bill. 1 stoppe i at the 
house only a tew minutes. I told them U I had 
a wife I would buy some of the things for her. 
I theh went on towards Rocay Plains. and leit 
the peddier there. After I pessed Mr. 8. J 
Chestuſit's I turned to the left, in the road that 
leads to Flat Shuals.. At this lime the peddier 
had overtaken me, and we traveled on together 
towards Flat Shoals. 
INQUIRING HIS CHURCH RELATIONS. 

We were talking together, and I asked him if 
he belonged tothe church. When wegotoppu 
site old Mrs. Simras’ house, the dog ran ont, and 
I picked up a stick about the size of a chair post 
and abouttwo feet long. The peddier andl 
went on together, and crossed Flat Shoals 
bridge I told him there was a nearer way acr 88 
the leds to Mr. Rutledge's bouse, but he would 
not go that way, and we continued on the road 
which led toward Mr. Hardwick's. When we 
got about one mile from the bridge, we turned 
round a corner of the fence, towards the south, 
and inthe airection of Mr. Rutiedge’s house. 
When we had gone about one hundred or one 
hundred and flity yards {rom the corner of tie 
fence | struck him about the head with the 
stick I had picked up to hit the dog with. He 
fell down on his face, with his head in the 
branch. He lay with his face in the water like 
he was dead. 

KILLED WITHOUT NOTICE. 


I did not give him any notice before hand that 
I was going to strike him. I bit him once with 
the stick, and it broxe, and I then picked up a 
rock about the size of a man’s fist and hit him on 
the head with it. He never growed or strug- 
gled, but died at once, I firsttook his hat and 
threw it over the fence; and then I took ais 
budget aud threw it over te fence,too. I then 
took out his pocket book and took out what 
money be hadinit. I then left him, and went 
off about a quarter of a mile and sat 
down and was looking at the money 

GOING BACK FoR $10. 

I knew he had ten dollars Which I had not 
got, and 1 went back and found a ten dollar 
bili in his vest pocket. I knew he had received 
the ten dollars at Une e Nil Phillips’, for goods 
he had sold there. After I had got the ten dol- 
lars I left aim and went on to Rocky plaius. 
Before I reached Rocky Plains, I overtook Dock 
Weaver, Ben Avery. Ellen Weaver, Adaline 
avery zud Hunter Lee, all colored, and we 
went on together to Rocky Plains, where we 
stopped and boughi a pintol whisky. Then 
we went to Snapping Shoals. 1 bought 
some boots, cloth, hat, etc., at Snapping Shoals 
We remained at “Snapping Sheals until about 
dark, when we came back together to Rocky 
Plains. We all stopped there ani had a spree. 
When I left it was late #1 night, aud I was aear- 
ly drunk. I then went home and slept in the 
cotton house the balarice of the night, with 
Dock Weaver and Hunter Lee. I knocked 
about the settlement during Sunday. Late 
Sunday evening I went to Mr. Will Thompson’s, 
and staid ali wight. 

VISITING THE B°DY NEXT DAY. 

‘Next morning I got up pretty early, and went 
back to here I had left the peddler. Poor fel- 
low! I hope he has gone home to test. and I 
to meet him in heaven! He was lyiug where I 
left bim, and I think he was in the same posi- 
tion ia which I had left him on Saturday after- 
noou. 

COVERS IRE BODY WITH LEAVES. 

I took him up and carried him up the branch 
a short distance, where I covered him up with 
some leaves. I laid him down flat of his back 
ou the ground, and covered him up and leit 
him, and have never seen him since. WhenI 
left him, I went and got his budget and carried. 
it off before I opened it, It contained table- 
cloths, aprons, handkerchiefs, ete. I afterwards 
sold two aprons to Dr. Hardwick, Thisisa true 
and correct account of the whole affair. 

I hope my friends will take. warning rem me 
and not do as I have done. I did do bad and I 
am srry that I did it. I killed the poor man, 
and I want to meet him in heaven. Young peo- 
ple, please take warning from mo, and try and 
do better. Try to meet me in heaven, is my

The survivors 
of the calamity are in great distress, 
but che government is relieving their 
wants as fast as possible. Ihe Govern- 
meut Gazette says wherever the storm 
wave passed it is believed not a third 
of the population survives. The isiands
